Tonight i» the night tha t the U lster County 
Legislature finds out just what the public 
thinks about its tenta tiv e $60.7 m illion budget 
for 19 76 . . . as if the legisla tors d id n’t already 
know. 
The public hea ring—probably the only one 
tha t will be held before the budget is ultim a tely 
approv ed later this m onth—will begin a t 7 p.m. 
in the legisla tiv e cha m bers of the Ulster County 
Office Building. A large and v oca l delega tion is 
ex pected to question and cha llenge the la w ­ 
m a kers’ spending priorities. 
Although m uch of the projected $15 m illion 
budget increase (and $7.6 m illion increase in 
the a m ount to be raised by ta x es) has been 
bla m ed on the soaring cost of welfare, the 
responsibility doesn’t end there. In fa ct, social 
serv ices appropria tions a ctua lly represent less 
tha n 30 per cent of the ov erall projected budget 
increase 
There is no question tha t welfare a ppropria­ 
tions will be higher in 19 76— but so will rev en­ 
ues from sta te and federal aid. As a result, tota l 
appropria tions for the fotrr major segm ents of 
the welfare program will be a bout $6.1 million 
higher in 19 76, but the cost to county tax pay ers 
will increase “ only ” $1.9 m illion. Sta te and 
federal aid will take care of the rest. 
Ev en without welfare, there are som e signifi­ 
cant increa ses in sections of the proposed ’76 
county budget. The ones most likely to a ttra ct 
tax pa y er a ttention and 11th hour reductions by 
the legisla ture are the contingency fund and an 
a llowance for uncollected ta x es. 
The contingency fund now sta nds at $2 
m illion, and was included in the tenta tiv e 
budget to protect the county a ga inst fina ncia l 
losses should N ew York City defa ult on the 
ta x es it pa y s a nnua lly on its ex tensiv e land 
holdings in U lster County . But with President 
Ford’s recent prom ise of $2.3 billion in federal 
loa ns for New York, the prospects of defa ult 
hav e all but disa ppea red. The $2 m illion cont­ 
ingency fund in the Ulster C ounty budget is as 
good as gone. 
But an ev en larger increase is included in the 
a llowa nce for uncollected ta x es: $1.3 million in 
19 75, $3.7 m illion projected for 19 76. T ha t 
tenta tiv e $2.4 m illion increase, according to one 
county legisla tor, "is a lot of m oney to spend 
on the a ssum ption tha t a lot of U lster County 
residents are not going to pay their ta x es nex t 
y ea r.’’

33 per cent higher tha n the 19 75 tax lev y . And 
sev era l county legisla tors hav e suggested tha t 
another 10 per cent can be trim m ed from the 
proposed budget without seriously a ffecting 
serv ices. 
All this has prom pted som e cy nics to suggest 
tha t the contingency fund and the increa se in 
the unpaid ta x a llowa nce were added to the 
budget for just one purpose: to be elim ina ted 
later to m ollify disgruntled ta x pa y ers. They 
contend tha t county ta x pa y ers, initia lly threa t­ 
ened with a n 8 2 per cent tax increase tha t 
legisla tors ha d no intention of approv ing a n y ­ 
way , would be considera bly less dism a y ed by a 
26 per cent ta x hike a nd, in fact, m ight be 
downright plea sed tha t their representa tiv es 
“ sa v ed" them 57 per cent. County officia ls 
v e h e m e n tly d e n y , 
h o w e v e r , th a t su c h 
M a chia v ellia n schem es were a part of this 
y ea r’s budget prepa ra tions. 
Another im porta nt a spect of the cou n ty ’s 
fina ncia l picture may get an airing at tonight's 
public hearing: tha t still unofficia l suggestion 
of a one per cent increase in the county sa les 
ta x . Adoption of tha t m easure, on top of other 
ex trem e reductions tha t are a pparently possible 
in the proposed ’76 budget, could conceiv a bly 
result in a property tax decrea se nex t y ear. 
W hatev er 
ultim a tely 
happens, 
ta x pa y ers 
w on’t hav e long to wa it. The budget ha s to be 
pa ssed by D ec. 20, and the nex t three weeks are 
likely to see sev eral legisla tiv e sessions where 
the cuts com e fa st ad furious. 
In the m ea ntim e, all the a ttention is focused 
on tonight’s hea ring, and W HITA (W e’v e Ha d 
It T a x pa y ers A ssocia tion) is already bristling . 
. . but not beca use of the gloomy fina ncia l 
picture. W H ITA ’s ex ecutiv e com m ittee has 
c h a s tis e d th e le g is la tu r e for sc h e d u lin g 
tonight’s hearing in the legisla tiv e cha m bers, 
where a sta nding-room -only crowd isn’t un com ­ 
m on beca use there are so few sea ts a v a ila ble to 
the public. W H ITA feels the hearing should be 
held in a larger a uditorium to more com forta bly 
a ccom m oda te the public. D espite the prospects 
o f a pa cked house tonight, W HITA ha s urged 
a ll interested ta x pa y ers to a ttend the hearing.

For PLO Talks

The U.N. Security Council 
ha* extended the mandate of 
peacekeeping troops on the 
Golan Height* and opened the 
way for Palestine Liberation 
Organization participation in 
next month’s debate on the 
Middle East. 
The Council, 
meeting at 
U.N. 
headquarters in New 
York, voted 13-0 Sunday night 
to extend for six months the 
mandate authorizing the pre­ 
sence of a 1,200-man force in 
the buffer zone between Israel 
and Syria. 
The vote — with China and 
Iraq abstaining — came only 
hour* before the mandate was 
due to expire and followed 
three days of intensive debate. 
At the same time, the Coun­ 
cil agreed to begin debate Jan. 
12 “ on the Middle Ea«t prob­ 
lem including the Palestinian 
question” . 
Outgoing Council President 
and Soviet Ambassador Yakov 
A. Malik read a statement 
prepared by Guyana, Camer­ 
oon, Mauritania and Tanzania 
that said: 
"It is the understanding of 
the majority of the Security 
Council that when it recon­ 
venes on 12 January 1976... the 
re p re s e n ta tiv e s of the 
Palestin e Liberation O r­ 
ganization will be invited to 
participate in the debate.”

*ince it was not an action of 
the full Council contained in a 
regularly adopted resolution. 
U.S. Ambassador Daniel Pa­ 
trick Moynihan «aid inclusion 
of the PLO in the forthcoming 
debate was “ not a decision of 
the Council but a simple sum­ 
mation of the views of some of 
the members” . 
He said the United States 
agreed to the resolution “ solely 
out of deference to the right of 
the Security Council to take 
up any matter it wishe*” . 
James Murray, deputy chief 
of the British delegation, said 
it was up to the Council to 
decide at the time of the de­ 
bate who should be invited to 
participate. 
Israeli Ambassador Chaim 
Herzog said the Israeli cabinet 
would meet today to consider 
the situation. 


"I see in this reso lutio n a 
surrender to Sy rian blackmail 
and So v iet dictates,’’ Herzo g 
said.

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Crucial Oil Battle Set for This Week 
LOS ANGELES (U PI) — If man had to pick one 
place not to drill oil well* it could quite ea*ily he 
the sunlit ocean water* off the shoreline beaches of 
Southern California 
But that’s where the oil is. 
That is the crux of a classic battle between those 
who put the beauty of America first and those who 
feel they are realist* about the needs of an industrial 
society in an energy short world, 
The battle has been going on quietly but bitterly 
for months. It should reach a climax this week in 
a federal court in Washington where the state of 
California and 1ft communities are seeking a delay. 
If the court does not issue a restraining order, the 
Interior Department on Dec. 11 will open bids from 
an estimated 17 oil companies for exploratory 
drilling and development of 1,2ft million acres of 
ocean floor bed. 
The area to be leased is divided into 236 tracts, 
each about nine miles square. It is also divided into 
four groupings totaling 1,960 square mile* — con­ 
siderably larger than the state of Rhode Island, 
The waters affected stretch from a point about 20 
miles off Santa Barbara down to San Clemente and 
as far out as 110 miles 
At the last moment, the Interior Department 
withdrew from bidding another section lying just off 
the shore of Santa Monica Bay. It earlier exempted 
the area off San Diego on Defense Department 
warnings that oil-gas exploration there could dis­ 
rupt one of the nation's biggest and most vital 
military complexes. 
Looming over all the arguments pro and con are 
two events of the past six years: 
— The blowout of a big well in 1969 on federal 
land in the Santa Barbara Channel which left a 
coating of oil on the shoreline of one of the most 
beautiful communities in the world. 
— The Arab oil boycott which brought home just 
how vulnerable the United States in the field of 
energy. 
It is a tremendously complicated situation in 
which there are really no good guys or bad guys. 
Opponent* of the Dec. 11 auction acknowledge the 
country must develop its own oil and gas resources. 
They argue that drilling and development should

proceed cautiously until t h e environmental conse­ 
quences are understood and safeguards taken. 
Supporters say the overriding consideration is 
that the oil is needed, is needed now and that 
environmentalists really want to prevent explora­ 
tion and drilling completely, not temporarily. 
One of the biggest unknowns is just how much oil 
lies beneath the Outer Continental Shelf area 
marked off for leasing. There is a tremendous 
difference in the estimates. 
The U.S. Geological Survey reported the potential 
recoverable resources total between 1.6 and 2.7 
billion barrel* of oil. The Western Oil and Gas 
Assocation (WOGA), representing the companies, 
estimates from 6 to 19 billion barrels with a 
consensus around 14 billion. 
That compares to 9,ft billion barrels on Alaska’s 
North Slope 
The Geological Survey estimates there is between 
2.4 and 4.8 trillion cubic feet of natural gas in the 
offshore area. WOGA estimates there is as much as 
28 trillion cubic feet of gas. 
Figuring the present cost of $12 a barrel for 
imported oil, the Southern California area has a 
buried treasure of from $19 to $228 billion in oil 
depending on which figure you accept as the total 
resource. 


Preliminary studies indicated as many as 62 giant 
platforms of the "Texas tower" type may be 
required. During the exploratory stage they qill 
loom above the ocean surface as high as 17-story 
buildings 
Those production platforms are expected to be 
used in water depths up to 1,200 feet. Subsea wells 
on the ocean floor would be used in deeper water 
and perhaps close to shore for aesthetic purposes. 
The state has control of the ocean shelf out to three 
miles. 
The Interior Department compiled an environ­ 
mental report on the project which runs approx­ 
imately 3,000 pages. 
There is agreement on one point — oil spillage is 
inevitable and blowouts of the size of the Santa 
Barbara accident are more than possible. The 
companies say new technology has reduced the 


chances of major spills tremendously. 
But there are sharp disagreements on the effects 
of spillage on marine life, plankton, commercial and 
sport fishing, recreatimnal boating, pollution of 
beaches, endangering of birds and animals on small 
rocky islands and hazards to navigation. 


One principal argument advanced by the state- 
city coalition is that a distinction should be made 
between the exploratory stage which is expected to 
take about five years and production which is 
expected to go to the year 2020 wh«*n the fields will 
be depleted. 


They contend that the Interior Department 
should have the right to withdraw the lease rights 
should the early operations on tortuous bottom 
terrain in an area subject to earthquakes prove oil 
spillage and pollution greater than anticipated. 


The oil companies resist such a proviso. They say 
it would have the effect of drawing the government 
into oil exploration and also would put them in a 
position of expending vast sums for exploration with 
no guarantee of profit or even recovering the money. 


The controversy has divided the country sec- 
tionally. 
Forces calling for delay have the support of 
Alaska, Delaware, Maine, Massachusetts, New Jer­ 
sey and New York which also have concerns about 
offshore leasing. 


But they get little sympathy from Louisiana and 
Texas which have far larger offshore fields already 
in operation in the Gulf of Mexico. 
There is pressure for going ahead qith drilling 
from the oil-short Middle West. Among letters in 
the files of the Interior Department are communica­ 
tions from the governors of Arkansas, Kansas and 
Nebraska. 
"Inasmuch as the state of Nebraska contributes 
to the common good of our country and the world 
by its abundant production of foodstuffs, we believe 
that each state should contribute to this country’s 
common good with whatever natural resources are 
available," wrote gov. James J. Exon.

(UPI) — Carol Dusold Rogman, 28, was called 
a "medical v egetable” nine y ear« ago, 
A doctor told her mother there was no hope and that "all we 
could do is try to starv e her by taking the intrav enous o ut,” 
But Mrs. Dusold refused to giv e up the hope her daughter's 
liv e could be sav ed. 
Today the woman is married and has a 19-month-old son. 
Carol Dusold was in a coma for four months after sev erely 
bruising her brain stem and breaking her left arm in an auto 
accident when she was 19. 
The Dundee Community High School Homecoming Queen 
wasted away to 6 6 pounds, her body frozen in a grotesque 
position. And after regaining consciousness, it took almost a 
y ear to learn to walk and talk again. 
” 1 was glad I had a mother like I had. I realize now how much 
she must hav e lov ed me and cared for me and had a deep 
feeling for me. 
“ She was so determined that I was going to make it. 
“ She kept telling me, ‘You’re going to make it,’ and that she 
needed me at home because my father was dead and my brother 
was in the serv ice. Nobody was home ex cept my mother, 
"I had the determination to pull through. I don’t know if it 
was for my mother, or for the religious beliefs I had, but I pulled 
through and I’m here to help whoev er needs it,” Mrs. Rogman 
said. 
Neither she nor her mother resented the doctors who adv ised 
her life-supporting treatments be ended, she said. 
"I don’t blame them one bit. It wasn’t their fault. They did 
the best they could because they had no knowledge of whatev er 
was going on, ex cept from former ex periences. 
"You co uldn’t ex pect a miracle. Although we did, 
shouldn’t hav e." 
Mrs. Rogman said she doesn't remember any o f the pain from 
the accident, but remembers at least one good thing came of 
it. 
"If it weren’t for that accident, I wouldn’t be married to the 
man I’m married to now. Because my husband (then only a 
neighbor) saw the accident after it happened, went and told 
my mother and brother about it, and was with me all the time 
I was in the hospital for eight mo nths.” 
She still limps, has a slight speech impediment and has a 
little trouble with her permanently curled left hand, but Mrs 
Rogman said she really do esn’t “ see all the harm that came 
out o f’ the accident.

"We do know the primary 
bill is going to come up,” an 
aide 
to 
Assembly 
Speaker 
Stanley Steingut said Sunday 
night. Howev er, he said the 
tax issue "certainly is not 
going to be tied up this week. 
We’ll be back nex t week.” 
With New York City ap­ 
parently rescued from default 
for some time by President 
Ford’s announcement that he 


would support federal aid for 
the 
city , 
some 
legislativ e 
sources predicted the state tax 
proposals might ev en be de­ 
lay ed until the opening o f the 
regular 197 6 legislativ e session 
in early J anuary . 
A bill merging the Apnl 6 
presidential primary with the

The FBI needed a n a dmissio n fro m Julius' o wn lips. An a ttempt wa s 
ma de, therefo re, to ma ke sure Ethel went to the electric cha ir first. 
An a g ent wa s sta nding by , with a n o pen line to Wa shing to n, rea dy 
to rela y the first wo rds o f the stunned husba nd’s co nfessio n.

LOUISVILLE, Ky . — Lon g before Sen . 
George McGov ern arriv ed here Su n day to 
ex ploit polarization of the Democratic 
party on forced school bu sin g, it was 
u n mistakably clear that ev en amon g ad­ 
v an ced liberals the mood was su rprisin gly 
hostile to an y su ch con fron tation . 
Con sequ en tly , the most powerfu l politi­ 
cal operativ es at the three-day "issu es 
con feren ce” pu t on by liberal Democrats 
(man y of whom backed McGov ern in 
197 2) felt betray ed by McGov ern ’s ideol­ 
ogical foray . If, as most Democrats here 
assu med, McGov ern was try in g to recap­ 
tu re the party ’s left in preparation for 
an other presiden tial campaign , his bu s­ 
in g speech set off a harsh backlash that 
is hav in g the opposite effect. 
In deed, meticu lou s efforts had been 
made by organ izers of the issu es con ­ 
feren ce to av oid ju st the sort of party 
qu arrel that McGov ern set off with his 
emotion al appeal for his party n ot to "sell 
its sou l” on bu sin g. "The on e thin g we 
didn ’t wan t were political haran gu es from 
either presiden tial can didates or activ ists 
on the floor,” on e con feren ce spon sor told 
u s before McGov ern ’s in flammatory bu s­ 
in g speech. 
Moreov er, McGov ern had been specifi- 
cally asked n ot to raise the bu sin g issu e, 
both by Democratic politician s here in 
Lou isv ille, n ow bein g tortu red by a bu sin g 
crisis, an d by politician s spon sorin g the 
con feren ce — in clu din g at least on e of- 
Ficial of the left-orien ted Un ited Au to 
Workers (UAW). 
Irrespon sible 
"H e was forewarn ed,” a top UAW 
political operativ e told u s. "W hat he did 
was totally an d completely irrespon sible. 
He did a disserv ice to the Democratic 
party , an d if he really in ten ds to make an 
effort for the n omin ation n ex t y ear he will 
n ev er get an y su pport from an y on e in this 
u n ion .” 
Bu t McGov ern was n ot here for the First 
two day s of what — before his on slau ght 
— had been dev elopin g in to a low-key , 
almost sporiFic liberal talkfest. He did n ot 
kn ow, or did n ot care, that liberal u n ion 
activ ists — mostly from the UAW an d the 
machin ists u n ion — were an y thin g bu t 
en thu siastic abou t an issu es con feren ce 
that risked open in g the bloody wou n ds of 
197 2. 
Nor was su ch moderation limited to 
delegates on the floor at the Lou isv ille 
Garden s. Sign s of chan ge within the 
Democratic party were also u n mistakable 


from the speaker’s platform, where liberal 
Democratic officeholders, past an d pre­ 
sen t, gin gerly stepped arou n d ideological 
potholes. 
An 
ex ample 
was 
May or 
Ken n eth 
Gibson of Newark, black leader of a city 
where 90 per cen t of school children are 
black. Gibson appealed n ot for bu sin g 
(say in g Newark’s blacks are again st it), 
bu t for a retu rn to basic edu cation "so 
that ou r children can go forward to where 
this cou n try u sed to be in edu cation 
techn iqu es.” 
Similarly , on an other issu e sacred to 
Democratic liberals — n ation al health 
in su ran ce — a certified liberal, former 
Gov . John J. Gilligan of Ohio, stu n n ed his 
au dien ce by comin g ou t again st an y 
n ation wide health in su ran ce program. 
"In the decade sin ce medicare an d 
medicaid appeared, we hav e pou red 
billion s in to the health care deliv ery 
sy stems of this cou n try ” withou t mu ch 
resu lt, Gilligan said. 
Gov . Michael Du kakis of Massachu ­ 
setts, a liberal who took office last 
Jan u ary , lamen ted "the failin g Great 
Society programs” bu ilt on the presu med 
power of Washin gton to solv e all prob­ 
lems. To the con trary , Du kakis said, the 
place for more gov ern men t lies in the 
town , cou n ty an d state, n ot in the 
n ation 's capital with its remote, all- 
powerfu l bu reau cracy . 
Perhaps the most down -to-earth chan ge 
in liberal Democratic politics of 197 6 as 
con trasted to McGov emite con fron tation 
politics of 197 2 came from a UAW official 
in regu lar an d in tim ate tou ch with politi­ 
cal sen timen ts in his u n ion , whose ran k- 
an d-file is con siderably less liberal than 
its leadership. He swept his arm ov er the 
con feren ce an d spat ou t an ex pletiv e to 
u s: "We don ’t n eed an issu es con feren ce 
today becau se ev ery good Democrat 
kn ows there is on ly on e issu e, an d that is 
jobs, jobs an d jobs.” 
In Their Own Wa y 
On e after an other, each of the presiden ­ 
tial can didates who showed u p here said 
the same thin g in his own way , steerin g 
away from the ideological masochism 
that wrecked their party in 1972. 
Bu t George McGov ern tried to chan ge 
the mood, thu n derin g his deman d for 
ideological pu rity on bu sin g as an ov er­ 
tu re for offerin g himself on ce again as a 
sacrificial n omin ee to assu re that pu rity 
is achiev ed. There were few takers here in 
Lou isv ille. Ev en this liberal con feren ce 
wan ted to get ou t from u n der the lon g, 
self-destru ctiv e shadow of 1972. 


Bu t the FBI was u n able to chan ge the 
ex ecu tion schedu le. Ju liu s was ex ecu ted 
first, then his wife 10 min u tes later. 
Neither gav e a dy in g con fession . 


DOUBLE AGENT?: Dan iel Rathbu n 
may be the most v alu able dou ble-agen t in 
the history of corporate in trigu e.

Rathbu n headed u p perhaps the most 
cru cial gov ern men t stu dy in a decade: 
how mu ch oil an d gas is really av ailable 
in the Un ited States. The stu dy will be 
a basis for man y far-reachin g domestic 
an d foreign policy decision s. 
The n eed for su ch a stu dy was obv iou s. 
In the past, the gov ern men t had on ly the 
word of the oil an d gas in du stry . An d 
their word on oil an d gas reserv es, it was 
su spected, was heav ily in flu en ced by the 
profit motiv e. No on e was really su re 
whether there was an en ergy crisis, or 
whether the in du stry was simply holdin g 
ou t for higher prices. 
So Con gress au thorized the stu dy in 
197 3, an d Dan iel Rathbu n was placed in 
direct comman d. Early last mon th, the 
stu dy was completed. It gav e the in du stry 
a clean bill of health, assu rin g that the 
figu res compiled by the American Petro­ 
leu m In stitu te were essen tially accu rate. 
Now here’s the ru b. Dan iel Rathbu n 
has tu rn ed u p on the American Petroleu m 
In stitu te pay roll. This is a little like a 
ju dge goin g to work for a man he ju st 
declared n ot gu ilty ; it raises dou bts abou t 
the in tegrity of the v erdict. 
Rathbu n an d his former employ ers at 
the Federal En ergy Admin istration hotly 
den y an y impropriety . Eric Zau sn er, 
R athbu n ’s former boss at FEA, claims 
that Rathbu n cou ld n ot hav e in flu en ced 
the stu dy on behalf of in du stry becau se 
it was “locked in cemen t” ov er a y ear ago. 


On e 
FEA official con fided, 
n ev er­ 
theless, that En ergy Czar Fran k Zarb "hit 
the roof’ when he heard of R athbu n ’s 
defection to in du stry . 
They poin t ou t that the qu estion aires 
sen t ou t by Rathbu n to oil an d gas 
produ cers were heav ily in flu en ced by the 
American Petroleu m In stitu te. Con su mer 
grou ps were allowed to make su ggestion s 
on ly after they kicked u p their heels. Bu t 
in the en d, man y of their su ggestion s were 
in clu ded in the cru cial qu estion aire. 
T o m ake m a tte rs ev en stic k ie r, 
Rathbu n himself has been n either a sain t 
n or a sin n er in an y on e’s ey es while a 
pu blic serv an t. Some of his decision s as 
a depu ty assistan t admin istrator hav e 
an gered con su mer grou ps, an d some hav e 
an gered the in du st^- Ev ery on e agrees he 
is a top-flight statistician . 
Rathbu n himself told ou r associate 
Jack Cloherty that he sees n o con flict 
sin ce he will n ot be in v olv ed in date 
collection at the API. 
Bu t Rathbu n ’s mov e to in du stry casta 
a shadow ov er the gov ern men t’s "in de­ 
pen den t” oil an d gas reserv e fin din gs.

su pply sy stem. He established the pre­ 
sen t sy stem of watershed con trol of pollu ­ 
tion an d con tamin ation , an d con du cted 
in v estigation s on the tox icological prob­ 
lems con cern ed with water su pply . These 
in clu ded the con trol of herbicida! an d 
in sectididal materials which may be dis­ 
charged u pon watersheds, methods for 
screen in g watersheds for tox ic agen ts, the 


rapid determ in ation of arsen ic, lead, 
n erv e poison s, war gases, an d other dele­ 
teriou s m aterials in water su pplies, the 
u se of gu ppies as test an imals in water 
su pply tox icology , etc. He was the Au thor 
of man y departm en tal reports on the 
su bject of flu oridation .

a v ice as well as a v irtu e. The u n written 
ru le in the n u clear clu b is, “ He who has 
them mu st n ot u se them." 
Tactically they are worth a lot solely as 
a threat. The U.S. an d the U.S.S.R. hav e 
pou red scores of billion s in to su ch weap­ 
on s as a ghastly presen ce. If on e bu tton 
is pressed acciden tally , if on e bird flies 
the n ight skies to an other n ation , Mother 
Earth will be redu ced to a floatin g dark 
cin der. 
Each has the power of ov erkill; each 
kn ows that it can n ot be u sed. This leads 
to a qu estion : Un der what circu mstan ces 
wou ld Israel u se atom an d hy drogen 
bombs0 Perhaps if its people were bein g 
pu shed in to the sea.

SA C RA M EN TO (U PI) — The new director 
of California* Ma t e Department of Rehabilita 
tion i* shaking up the agency which once turned 
awav thousands of severely handicapped per­ 
sona, including himself. 
Edward V, Roberta,38, a quadriplegic named 
to the $34,104 a year post by Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr., has ordered that the department 
turn its priorities upside down to "help the 
people who really need it,” 
Rnlierta says the department now will give 
first priority for vocational rehabilitation ser­ 
vices to the severely disabled in contrast to 
what he says was its past practice of concentrat­ 
ing services on persons with minor disabilities. 
"We (severely disabled) were considered veg­ 
etables a few years ago," Roberts said. "The 
vegetables now are rising We want to show that 
severely disabled persons can take charge of 
their own lives.” 
The department’s mission is to help make 
physically and mentally handicapped persons 
more employable by providing special training, 
medical services and special appliances, such 


a s artificial limbs 
Since the state vocational rehabilitation pro­ 
gram was started 54 years ago, more than 
200,000 handicapped persons have been re­ 
habilitated into jobs in California. Eighty per 
cent of the department's costs are met by 
federal funds. 
Roberts, an easy-going man who exudes a 
contagious enthusiasm about his new job, lost 
the use of his arms and legs at age 14 because 
of polio. 
He said his appointment as rehabilitation 
director in October marked the first time a 
quadriplegic had been named to a high-level 
position in either government or business 
He was co-founder and executive director of 
the Center for lndej>endent Living, a Berkeley 
organization operated by the disabled to aid 
other disabled persons. He said the center 
became a "national model" for similar pro­ 
grams. 


Robert said the department "traditionally 
has played a statistical game" by aiding per­ 
sons with easily remedied handicaps because it 
would produce statistics showing a high rate of 
success with little effort or expense 


"And routinely, people like myself, who had 
the most need, were rejected as unfeasible,” 
said Roberta, adding the department con­ 
sidered such cases "more difficult and costly.” 


Roberta said he refused to be rejected and 
"fought his way into the system. 
However, he said, thousands of people were 
turned down by the department over the years 
because the agency declared the severely dis­ 
abled could not be rehubilitated due to the 
seriousness of their handicaps, 


Roberts, who is confined to a wheelchair, said 
with help ths severely disabled can overcome 
their handicaps and lead self-sufficient lives. 


"The time has come,” he said, "for disabled 
people to be recognized for their strengths •— 
strengths that come from overcoming a severe 
disability and becoming independent." 
Under Roberts' new policy, only disabled 
persons with moderate to severe disabilities will 
receive vooationul rehabilitation services from 
the department. The policy won’t affect persons 
already receiving services from the department. 
The highest priority will go to those in the 
severely disabled category, including the blind, 
deaf, quadriplegics, persons suffering from se­ 
vere cases of orthopedic, epileptic, cardiac, 
circulatory, respiratory and mental impairment 
and multiple sclerosis and muscular dystrophy 
Roberts said his appointment as rehabilita­ 
tion director should encourage the disabled that 
they, too, can succeed. He said it also should 
help convince employers to hire the handi­ 
capped. 
" I’m no super hero,” he said. "When I wai 
14 I was totally dependent. I went through a lot 
of levels to improve myself. I took charge of m> 
own life. I found out I had a brain." 
Sk illful Mo sco w Thieves 
Stea l Anything Wheeled 


M OSCOW (UPI) — Lock your car doors, 
comrade Don’t park on dark streets or lose your 
vehicle registration papers, either. 
Gangs of car thieves are operating in Moscow. 
With cars increasingly common in a city that 
had few' private vehicles only a decade ago, the 
car theft problem has become so serious that 
police set up a special department to deal with 
it. 
This unusual disclosure was made recently by 
the government newspaper Izvestia, which as a 
rule follows the Soviet practice of playing up 
crime in the West while all but denying its 
existence at home. 
Statistics on the growth of car thievery in the 
Soviet Union are not available. Izvestia just 
said that a special police unit had been 
etablished “ to improve efficiency in preventing 
this sort of crime." 
Yet official concern clearly is reflected both 
by the need authorities felt to create the new 
department and by their decision to publize the 
struggle against one highly successful robber 
band 
How did the gang operate? Much the same 
as its Western counterparts 
There were 12 men in all, each an "expert." 
One was a document forger, another the actual 
thief. A distmguished-looking gang member 
acted as the bogus "owner” when stolen cars 
were being sold. Others acted as go-betweens or 
in vers. 


“ Sometimes they stole a car spotaneously, 
just when they saw it,” Izvestia said. "Some­ 
times they would search entire areas of the city 
to find a car with exactly the right color." 
The stolen vehicle would be hidden while the 
forger, named Silivonov, prepared “ clean" reg­ 
istration papers and other documents. 
Then — in a city where buying a new car 
requires a wait of a year or more — the sale was 
no problem. 
In one case. Izvestia said, the gang sold an old 
black Volga Sedan, which retails new for 
$11,920, to two brothers from Uzbekistan for 
$15,900. 
Before 
police 
managed 
to 
track 
them 
down,the gang snatched 18 cars and disposed 
of them all successfully. 
But private cars — there are only about 
150,000 of them in Moscow — are not the only 
target for thieves. Izvestia said taxis, trucks, 
motorcycles, buses and even mobile cranes are 
fair game. 
Col Mikhail Klukov, a member of the new 
bureau, blamed "drunkards" and thrillseekers 
for mmst of the thefts, which he said were "a 
stairway to the prisoner’s dock because sooner 
or later practically every stolen vehicle is 
found." 
In the case of the Silivonov gang, the penalty 
was severe. Izvestia said he was jailed for 14 
years and his accomplices for no less than three 
vears each.

Arizona State locked up a berth in the Fiesta Bowl for the 
fourth time in five years Saturday night, leaving only two spots 
undecided for the post season major college football bowl 
parade. 
The two remaining slots are in the Cotton and Liberty Bowls 
and both will be determined next Saturday when second- 
ranked Texas A&M meets 17th-ranked Arkansas for the 
Southwest Conference championship The winner will go to the 
Cotton Bowl to meet Georgia with the loser facing Southern 
California in the Liberty Bowl. 
Arizona State, which finished its season with a perfect 11- 
0 record, defeated Arizona 24-21 in their Western Athletic 
Conference showdown and will face Big Eight runnerup 
Nebraska (11-0) in the Dec. 26 Fiesta Bowl at Tempe, Anz. 
Quarterback Dennis Sproul sparked the eighth-ranked Sun 
Devils' triumph by tossing two touchdown passes to John 
Jefferson and running for a third. Jefferson's TU receptions 
were for eight and seven yards, the first a nearly impoasible 
diving catch with 30 seconds left in the first half which brought 
Arizona State within 14-10 after Arizona had turned two Sun 
Devil fumbles into touchdowns. 
Jefferson's second catch put the Sun Devils ahead 17-14 less 
than four minutes into the second half, but it was Sproul's one- 
yard sneak in the opening minutes of the fourth quarter that 
put the Sun Devils ahead to stay. 
Texas A&M, which trimmed Texas 20-10 on Friday to remain 
unbeaten in 10 games, will be seeking its first Cotton Bowl 


appearance since 1967 and Coach Emory Bellard doesn’t feel 
his team will have any problem maintaining an emotional peak 
for the Razorbacks. 
"When our guys start looking at the films of Arkansas, it 
won’t take them long to get in the right frame of mind," says 
Bellard "Our team doesn’t have any illusions about Arkan­ 
sas.”

"The verv second that gun went off (concluding the Texas

30-6; Rutgers 
upset Syracuse 21-10 and Houston upended 18th-ranked Tulsa 
42-30.

W ASH ING TO N (U PI) - A 
public health authority has 
called for stepped-up research 
into the possibility that diet 
may play a major role in hu­ 
man cancer. 
Dr Frnst Wynder, president 
of the American Health Foun­ 
dation 
in 
New York, said 
studies of populations around 
the world suggest nutrition 
may have a part in half of all 
cancers in women and a third 
of those affecting men. 
He led a symposium on 
cancer and nutrition spon­ 
sored in May by the National 
Cancer 
Institute 
and 
the 
American Cancer Society. Re­ 
ports from the meeting were 
published Sunday in the jour­ 
nal Cancer Research. 
For example, Wynder said, 
it is possible the human proc­ 
esses that handle food in the 
body may not be able to cope 
with all the cholesterol con­ 
sumed in fat-rich foods. High 
cholesterol diets already have 
been linked to heart disease. 
“ As 
a 
matter of public 
health, it seems prudent to 
suggest that all individuals 
should lower their intake of 


to ta l 
fat 
c a lo rie s and 
cholesterol,” he said. 


Wynder said one way diets 
may affect cancer is in the 
form of nutrients, additives or 
contaminants that may start, 
promote or accelerate cancer 
growth. Another possibility is 
that dietary deficiencies may 
lead to biochem ical ab­ 
normalities that in turn start 
cancer processes. 


Wynder said a third way 
would be in the form of nutri­ 
tional excesses that may in­ 
duce metabolic abnormalities 


which could promote cancers. 
He said too much of some 
kinds of food may he particu­ 
larly important. 
“ We must consider whether 
the human metabolic process 
can properly handle the 
enormous excess of foods so 
prevalent in our developed so­ 
ciety,” he said in a report 
opening the conference, 


“ The consequences of such 
excesses, in view of our in­ 
creasing sedentary 
lifestyle, 
very possibly could be drastic 
and therefore this area must 
be further investigated.”

Do n Anto nio Develo p s New Gra p e 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) — Antonio Perelli-Minetti, 95, the 
dean of California winemakers, hus developed a grape that will 
add a new dimension to enology. 
The patented varietal grape is known as Perelli 101. It is, 
being used to produce a full-bodied red wine that Don Antonio 
calls “ equal or better than the Napa Valley or Sonoma County 
wines I knew so well in my earlier years.” 
Don Antonio is the patriarch of a family that operates the 
1,200-acre California Wine Association vineyard near Delano 
in the state’s central valley. The winery crushes more than 
100,000 tons of grapes a year. Three hundred and forty are 
planted with Perelli 101. 
The experimental wines made from the grape have a strong 
raspberry flavor. Others call the taste rather like fresh ginger. 
Connoisseurs say it is a gutsy wine with high tannin and fine 
balance. 
Don Antonio has not yet introduced Perelli 101 for general 
consumption. He uses it in blending instead. He feels that the 
101 grapes crushed in the past couple of years need further 
fermentation. 
Don Antonio developed the variety after a long, careful 
program based on the growth of sports on plants and trees. 
The red apple is a sport that first appeared on a tree bearing 
yellow apples. It netted the owner $5,000. He sold it to a 
seedsman, who placed an iron case around it. 
From that little sport cams the Red Delicious apple now- 
produced commercially by many nations. 
Don Antonio said sports occur in vines, also, whether by 
different berries on a given bunch or by different bunches. They 
are so well marked and so different from their fellows that 
anyone interested would easily notice.

A1 Homer, president of the 
nonprofit Consumer Counsel­ 
ing Centers Inc., supervises 14 
offices helping 8 ,000 customers 
cope with heavy debts in one 
of the nations highest un­ 
employ ment regions. 
Comments 
from his 
cus­ 
tomers and others around the 
nation portend a bleak Christ­ 
mas for persons on the lists of 
chronically debt-ridden Amer­ 
icans and even those just suf­ 
fering from the double wham­ 
my of inflation and recession. 
“Through the more prosper­ 
ous times we had in the last 
four or five y ears, some giftgiv- 
ing got out of hand,” Homer 
said. “So many people now 
feel this is a good y ear to cut 
back the number and cut down 
on the amount of gifts. 
“Many opinions we get are 
that people will have to cut out 
good old Uncle Joe and Aunt 
Tilly and most of their in-laws. 
They ’ve been wanting to for 
y ears any way , but now they 
have a valid ex cuse." 
Even 
fiscally 
responsible 
consumers have been forced to 
use their Christmas savings for 
living ex penses, Horner said. 
Some will adjust by cutting 
back, others will fall victim to 
the credit card. 
“People often use the card 
without a specific amount in 
mind for each gift or a list of 
who and how much, ” Homer 
said. “Many will find that 
nex t Christmas they ’re still . 
pay ing for this one. Some are 
pay ing for Christmases three 
and four y ears ago."

In many 
of those instances, the tax as­ 
sessments were reduced, creat* 
ing, according to Mayor 
Koenig, “ additional tax 
burdens on the other property 
owners in the city." 
"It is most apparent to me," 
added the Mayor, “ that im­ 
mediate action must be taken 
to once and for all put an end 
to this most serious problem."

The Hudson Cement case 
involved a negotiated reduc­ 
tion in the firm s tax assess 
ment which forces the city to 
pay almost $600,000 in back 
taxes to Strelene Realty 
(owners of Hudson Cement). 
Specifically, the city owes 
Strelene $186.051.74 for 1973, 
$203,736.74 for 1974 and 
$193,358.91 for 1975 — a total 
of $583,147.40. Strelene’s as­ 
sessment was reduced from $4 


million to $1,408,000 in 19/3, 
$1.468 .000 in 1974 and 
$1.528.000 in 1975. 
In addition, a recent 
certiorari proceeding brought 
by Kingston Plaza resulted in 
a tax loss of $37,387.8 > for the 
city after a court-ordered as­ 
sessment reduction. The two 
cases represent $620,636.2 < in 
tax rebates that the city will 
have to pav to the two cor.xi- 
rations; $589,000 of that will 
be paid through the issuance 
of serial bonds.

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$60.7 Million 
County Budget 
Gets a Hearing

KINGSTON 


Tonight is the night that the Ulster County 


Legislature finds out just what the public 
thinks about its tentative $60.7 million budget 
for 1976 . . as if the legislators didn't already 
know. 


The public hearing—probably the only one 


that will be held before the budget is ultimately 
approved later this month—will begin at 7 p.m. 
in the legislative chambers of the Ulster County 
Office Building. A large and vocal delegation is 
expected to question and challenge the law- 
makers' spending priorities. 


Although much of the projected $15 million 


budget increase (and $7.5 million increase in 
the amount to be raised by taxes) has been 
blamed on the soaring cost of welfare, the 
responsibility doesn't end there. In fact, social 
services appropriations actually represent less 
than 30 per cent of the overall projected budget 
increase. 


There is no question that welfare appropria- 


tions will be higher in 1976—but so will reven- 
ues from state and federal aid. As a result, total 
aopropnations for the fonr major segments of 
the welfare program will be about $6.1 million 
higher in 1976, but the cost to county taxpayers 
will increase "only" $1 9 million. State and 
federal aid will take care of the rest. 


Even without welfare, there are some signifi- 


cant increases in sections of the proposed '76 
county budget. The ones most likely to attract 
taxpayer attention and llth hour reductions by 
the legislature are the contingency fund and an 
allowance for uncollected taxes. 


The contingency fund now stands at $2 


million, and was included in the tentative 
budget to protect the county against financial 
losses should New York City default on the 
taxes it pays annually on its extensive land 
holdings in Ulster County But with President 
Ford's recent promise of $2.3 billion in federal 
loans for New York, the prospects of default 
have all but disappeared. The $2 million cont- 
ingency fund in the Ulster County budget is as 
good as gone. 


But an even larger increase is included in the 


allowance for uncollected taxes: $1.3 million in 
1975, $3.7 million projected for 1976. That 
tentative $2 4 million increase, according to one 
county legislator, "is a lot of money to spend 
on the assumption that a lot of Ulster County 
residents are not going to pay their taxes next 
year"

If the $2 million contingency fund is 


eliminated, and if the allowance for unpaid 
taxes is reduced to the 1975 level, the total tax 
levy in 1976 would be about $12.5 million, or 
33 per cent higher than the 1975 tax levy. And 
several county legislators have suggested that 
another 10 per cent can be trimmed from the 
proposed budget without seriously affecting 
services. 


All this has prompted some cynics to suggest 


that the contingency fund and the increase in 
the unpaid tax allowance were added to the 
budget for just one purpose: to be eliminated 
later to mollify disgruntled taxpayers. They 
contend that county taxpayers, initially threat- 
ened with an 82 per cent tax increase that 
legislators had no intention of approving any- 
way, would be considerably less dismayed by a 
25 per cent tax hike and, in fact, might be 
downright pleased that their representatives 
"saved" them 57 per cent. County officials 
vehemently deny, however, that such 
Machiavellian schemes were a part of this 
year's budget preparations. 


Another important aspect of the county's 


financial picture may get an airing at tonight's 
public hearing: that still unofficial suggestion 
of a one per cent increase in the county sales 
tax. Adoption of that measure, on top of other 
extreme reductions that are apparently possible 
in the proposed '76 budget, could conceivably 
result in a property tax decrease next year. 


Whatever ultimately 
happens, 
taxpayers 


won't have long to wait. The budget has to be 
passed by Dec. 20, and the next three weeks are 
likely to see several legislative sessions where 
the cuts come fast ad furious. 


In the meantime, all the attention is focused 


on tonight's hearing, and WHTTA (We've Had 
It Taxpayers Association) is already bristling . 
. . but not because of the gloomy financial 
picture. WHTTA's executive committee has 
chastised the legislature for scheduling 
tonight's hearing in the legislative chambers, 
where a standing-room-only crowd isn't uncom-_ 
mon because there are so few seats available to 
the public. WHTTA feels the hearing should be 
held in a larger auditorium to more comfortably 
accommodate the public. Despite the prospects 
of a packed house tonight, WHITA has urged 
all interested taxpayers to attend the hearing.

The U.N. Security Council 


has extended the mandate of 
peacekeeping troops on the 
Golan Heights and opened the 
way for Palestine Liberation 
Organization participation in 
next month's debate on the 
Middle East. 


The Council, meeting at 


U.N. 
headquarters in New 


York, voted 13-0 Sunday night 
to extend for six months the 
mandate authorizing the pre- 
sence of a 1,200-man force in 
the buffer zone between Israel 
and Syria. 


The vote — with China and 


Iraq abstaining — came only 
hours before the mandate was 
due to expire and followed 
three days of intensive debate. 


At the same time, the Coun- 


cil agreed to begin debate Jan. 
12 "on the Middle East prob- 
lem including the Palestinian 
question". 


Outgoing Council President 


and Soviet Ambassador Yakov 
A. Malik read a statement 
prepared by Guyana, Camer- 
oon, Mauritania and Tanzania 
that said: 


"It is the understanding of 


the majority of the Security 
Council that when it recon- 
venes on 12 January 1976... the 
representatives of the 
Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganization will be invited to 
participate in the debate." 


However, U.N. experts 


pointed 
out that Malik's 


statement was not binding 
since it was not an action of 
the full Council contained in a 
regularly adopted resolution. 


U.S. Ambassador Daniel Pa- 


trick Moynihan said inclusion 
of the PLO in the forthcoming 
debate was "not a decision of 
the Council but a simple sum- 
mation of the views of some of 
the members". 


He said the United States 


agreed to the resolution "solely 
out of deference to the right of 
the Security Council to take 
up any matter it wishes". 


James Murray, deputy chief 


of the British delegation, said 
it was up to the Council to 
decide at the time of the de- 
bate who should be invited to 
participate. 


Israeli Ambassador Chaim 


Herzog said the Israeli cabinet 
would meet today to consider 
the situation. 


"I see in this resolution a 


surrender to Syrian blackmail 
and Soviet dictates," Herzog 
said. 


Syria had insisted on PLO 


participation in Middle East 
talks as a precondition to ex- 
tending the U.N. mandate — 
a position backed by the Sovi- 
et Union. 


In the Sinai Desert, Israel 


gave up control of the Abu 
Rudeis oil complex Sunday, 
ending the second major phase 
of its interim peace agreement 
with Egypt. 


Israeli workers handed over 


the last of the producing oil 
wells to Italian technicians 
representing Egypt. 
Under 


terms of the agreement, Egypt 
will move a civilian work force 
into the area today.

PEKING (UPI) - China's 


top political leaders gave Pres- 
ident Ford a warm diplomatic 
welcome 
today 
and 
then 


warned 
him 
bluntly 
that 


China fears the Soviets are 
pushing the world toward war, 
despite "rhetoric about de- 
tente." 


"There is great disorder un- 


der Heaven," acing Premier 
Teng Hsiao-ping told Ford in 
grimly worded banquet toast 
that ripped into U.S.-Soviet 
detente only hours after Ford's 
arrival for a four-day visit. 


Ford in his toast said the 


China and the United States 
should work to make sure the 
world is not dominated "by 
military force or pressure." 


But he said the course each 


country would take should be 
determined by "our policy and 
method according to our differ- 
ing position in the world and 
our perspectives of our na- 
tional interest." 


Teng said U.S.-Chinese rela- 


tions could "realize nor- 
malization" so long as both 
nations followed the principles 


established three years ago by 
Chairman Mao Tse-Tung and 
President Richard M. Nixon, 
but he made that point secon- 
dary to a gloomy assessment of 
prospects for war and world 
revolution. 


"At present," Teng said, "a 


more important question con- 
fronts the Chinese and Ameri- 
can people — that of the in- 
ternational situation.... 


"The factors for both revolu- 


tion and war are clearly in- 
creasing. Countries want inde- 
pendence, nations want liber- 
ation, and the people want 
revoloution." 


Then Teng turned his aim — 


clearly, although in diplomatic 
euphemisms — at the Soviet 
Union and the drive for "world 
hegemony" they insist the So- 
viets are mounting. 


"The contention for world 


hegemony is intensifying," he 
s a i d , "and, strategically, 
Europe is the focus for this 
contention. 


"Such continued contention 


is bound to lead to a new world 


war. This is independent of 
man's will. 


"Today it is the country 


which most vehemently 
preaches peace that is the 
most dangerous source of war. 
Rhetoric about detente cannot 
cover up the stark reality of 
the growing danger of war." 


Then, while a Chinese band 


played the U.S. national an- 
them, Ford had about 10 
minutes to collect his thoughts 
for a response to this uncom- 
promising assessment, which 
set a rather tough tone for the 
diplomatic negotiations to 
come. 


Ford's response was a mod- 


erately worded but firm re- 
statement of the U.S. position 
that Washington will not take 
instruction from Peking on the 
value of detente of relations 
with third nations. 


He said he looked forward to 


"frank 
and beneficial dis- 


cussions," including "areas 
where our perspectives differ." 


Teng's banquet speech put 


the first rough edge on what ^ 
had been a letter-perfect — j f 
and surprisingly cordial — ,«, 
diplomatic welcome.

were on hand in Mao-jacket 
uniforms when Air Force One 
touched down at at 2:58 p.m.

Ford to try his hand at

relationship" created 


three years ago by President 
Richard M. Nixon and the 
ailing Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung. 


Later, spontaneous Chinese 


warmth overtook protocol and 
thousands of Peking residents 
lined three-deep along Ford's 
motorcade route from the city 
limits to his guest residence. 
They watched quietly as the 
President's 100-car motorcade 
passed, but, all in all, ob- 
servers rated Ford's welcome 
both warmer and more relaxed 
than the greeting Nixon re- 
ceived in his historic 1972 vis- 
it. 


The Soviet ambassador was 


among the many foreign 
diplomats who showed up at 
the airport — without an in- 
vitation. 


Ford, accompanied by his 


wife Betty, daughter Susan, 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger and many advisers, 
flew in from Anchorage by way 
of Tokyo — a grueling trip of 
about 13 hours.

'Let 100 Flowers Bloom' 


PEKING (UPI)-President 


Ford may expound China's 
own "Let 100 Flowers Bloom" 
theory to Chinese leaders in 
explaining U.S. policy toward 
the Soviet Union. 


The Chinese have rankled at 


U.S. efforts to broaden detente 
with the Soviets. They ap- 
parently fear Washington is 
letting down its guard against 
a nation the Chinese regard as 
power hungry and dangerous. 


The "Let 100 Flowers 


Bloom" theory ushered in a 
liberal period in China in the 
mid-1950s when authorities 
were willing to tolerate a varie- 
ty of different approaches to 
communism's theoretical and 
practical problems. That lib- 
eralism quickly vanished, re- 
placed by a hard-line stance, 
when Russia was perceived as 
an ideological enemy. 


Secretary of State Henry 


Kissinger got the blunt end of 
China's disapproval of U.S.- 
Soviet detente when he visited 
Peking last month to arrange 
Ford's trip. 


In response, Kissinger laid 


down U.S. policy 
toward 


China in a speech before the 
Economic Club of Detroit 
Nov. 
24. It was a "carefuly 


considered" address he fully 
expected Peking to have stud- 
ied thoroughly before Ford's 
arrival. 


In remarks before leaving 


Washington, and in speeches 
in Alaska en route to China, 
Ford repeated the theme. 


Like Peking, the United 


States will contine to resist 
expansionism by the Soviet 
Union, he said. But Washing- 
ton will not permit Peking to 
dictate U.S. policies or 
strategies toward Moscow. 


At the same time, both Ford 


and Kissinger repeatedly have 
stressed areas of agreement 
between the United States and 
China. 


On arrival in Anchorage, 


Ford told a welcoming crowd, 
"You know and I know that we 
must keep the Pacific peace- 
ful. 
There are fundamental 


differences between American 
and Chinese societies. We may 
not agree on some issues, but

we have found an important 
area of common ground. Our 
mutual opposition to military 
expansion in Asia is basic. So 
is our pledge of nonin- 
terference in the internal af- 
faars of other nations. I will 
seek to strengthen the under- 
standing and to further ad- 
vance a relationship based on 
mutual respect and mutual 
accomodation." 


U.S. officials flying to Pe- 


king were certain the Chinese 
got the message. 


They believe acting premier 


Teng Hsiao-ping and other 
Chinese officials, will be easier 
on Ford. 


Kissinger said in his Detroit 


speech both the United States 
and China "have parallel con- 
cerns that the world may be 
free from domination by 
military force or intimida- 
tion." 


Kissinger said this had been 


reaffirmed by both countries 
and each would oppose the 
attempts of others to do so. 


"Our commitment to this 


policy will not change," Kis- 
singer said. 


"The United States will con- 


tinue to resist expansionsim as 
we have throughout the entire 
post-war period. But we also 
will avoid needless confronta- 
tions. We will not be swayed 
form our effort to immprove 
relations with potential ad- 
versaries and to build a more ' p" 
stable international environ- ' 
ment."

CLOSED SUNDAYS 
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Crucial Oil Battle Set for This Week 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - If man had to pick one 


place not to drill oil wells it could quite easily be 
the sunlit ocean waters off the shoreline beaches of 
Southern California. 


But that's where the oil is. 
That is the crux of a classic battle between those 


who put the beauty of America first and those who 
feel they are realists about the needs of an industrial 
society in an energy short world. 


The battle has been going on quietly but bitterly 


for months. It should reach a climax this week in 
a federal court in Washington where the state of 
California and 15 communities are seeking a delay. 


If the court does not issue a restraining order, the 


Interior Department on Dec. 11 will open bids from 
an estimated 17 oil companies for exploratory 
drilling and development of 1.25 million acres of 
ocean floor bed. 


The area to be leased is divided into 235 tracts, 


each about nine miles square. It is also divided into 
four groupings totaling 1,950 square miles — con- 
siderably larger than the state of Rhode Island. 


The waters affected stretch from a point about 20 


miles off Santa Barbara down to San Clemente and 
as far out as 110 miles. 


At the last moment, the Interior Department 


withdrew from bidding another section lying just off 
the shore of Santa Monica Bay. It earlier exempted 
the area off San Diego on Defense Department 
warnings that oil-gas exploration there could dis- 
rupt one of the nation's biggest and most vital 
military complexes. 


Looming over all the arguments pro and con are 


two events of the past six years: 


— The blowout of a big well in 1969 on federal 


land in the Santa Barbara Channel which left a 
coating of oil on the shoreline of one of the most 
beautiful communities in the world 


— The Arab oil boycott which brought home just 


how vulnerable the United States in the field of 
energy. 


It is a tremendously complicated situation in 


which there are really no good guys or bad guys 


Opponents of the Dec. 11 auction acknowledge the 


country must develop its own oil and gas resources. 
They argue that drilling and development should 


proceed cautiously until t h e environmental conse- 
quences are understood and safeguards taken. 


Supporters say the overriding consideration is 


that the oil is needed, is needed now and that 
environmentalists really want to prevent explore- 
tion and drilling completely, not temporarily. 


One of the biggest unknowns is just how much oil 


lies beneath the Outer Continental Shelf area 
marked off for leasing. There is a tremendous 
difference in the estimates. 


The U.S. Geolo"' al Survey reported the potential 


recoverable resources total between 1.6 and 2.7 
billion barrels of oil. The Western Oil and Gas 
Assocation (WOGA), representing the companies, 
estimates from 6 to 19 billion barrels with a 
consensus around 14 billion. 


That compares to 9.5 billion barrels on Alaska's 


North Slope. 


The Geological Survey estimates there is between 


2.4 and 4 8 trillion cubic feet of natural gas in the 
offshore area. WOGA estimates there is as much as 
28 trillion cubic feet of gas. 


Figuring the present cost of $12 a barrel for 


imported oil, the Southern California area has a 
buried treasure of from $19 to $228 billion in oil 
depending on which figure you accept as the total 
resource 


Preliminary studies indicated as many as 62 giant 


platforms of the "Texas tower" type may be 
required. During the exploratory stage they qill 
loom above the ocean surface as high as 17-story 
buildings. 


Those production platforms are expected to be 


used in water depths up to 1,200 feet Subsea wells 
on the ocean floor would be used in deeper water 
and perhaps close to shore for aesthetic purposes. 
The state has control of the ocean shelf out to three 
miles. 


The Interior Department compiled an environ- 


mental report on the project which runs approx- 
imately 3,000 pages. 


There is agreement on one point — oil spillage is 


inevitable and blowouts of the size of the Santa 
Barbara accident are more than possible. The 
companies say new technology has reduced the 


chances of major spills tremendously. 


But there are sharp disagreements on the effects 


of spillage on marine life, plankton, commercial and 
sport fishing, recreatimnal boating, pollution of 
beaches, endangering of birds and animals on small 
rocky islands and hazards to navigation. 


One principal argument advanced by the state- 


city coalition is that a distinction should be made 
between the exploratory stage which is expected to 
take about five years and production which is 
expected to go to the year 2020 wh°n the fields will 
be depleted. 


They contend that the Interior Department 


should have the right to withdraw the lease rights 
should the early operations on tortuous bottom 
terrain in an area subject to earthquakes prove oil 
spillage and pollution greater than anticipated. 


The oil companies resist such a proviso. They say 


it would have the effect of drawing the government 
into oil exploration and also would put them in a 
position of expending vast sums for exploration with 
no guarantee of profit or even recovering the money. 


The controversy has divided the country sec- 


tionally. 


Forces calling for delay have the support of 


Alaska, Delaware, Maine, Massachusetts, New Jer- 
sey and New York which also have concerns about 
offshore leasing. 


But they get little sympathy from Louisiana and 


Texas whirh have far larger offshore fields already 
in operation in the Gulf of Mexico. 


There is pressure for going ahead qith drilling 


from the oil-short Middle West. Among letters in 
the files of the Interior Department are communica- 
tions from the governors of Arkansas, Kansas and 
Nebraska. 


"Inasmuch as the state of Nebraska contributes 


to the common good of our country and the world 
by its abundant production of foodstuffs, we believe 
that each state should contribute to this country's 
common gocd with whatever natural resources are 
available," wrote gov. James J. Exon.

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Her Mother 


Never Gave Up 


UNION, 111. (UPI) - Carol Dusold Rogman, 28, was called 


a "medical vegetable" nine yean ago. 


A doctor told her mother there was no hope and that "all we 


could do is try to starve her by taking the intravenous out," 
But Mrs. Dusold refused to give up the hope her daughter's 
live cbuld be saved. 


Today the woman is married and has a 19-month-old son. 
Carol Dusold was in a coma for four months after severely 


bruising her brain stem and breaking her left arm in an auto 
accident when she was 19. 


The Dundee Community High School Homecoming Queen 


wasted away to 65 pounds, her body frozen in a grotesque 
position. And after regaining consciousness, it took almost a 
year to learn to walk and talk again. 


"I was glad I had a mother like I had. I realize now how much 


she must have loved me and cared for me and had a deep 
feeling for me. 


"She was so determined that I was going to make it. 
"She kept telling me, 'You're going to make it,' and that she 


needed me at home because my father was dead and my brother 
was in the service. Nobody was home except my mother. 


"I had the determination to pull through. I don't know if it 


was for my mother, or for the religious beliefs I had, but I pulled 
through and I'm here to help whoever needs it," Mrs. Rogman 
said. 
' Neither she nor her mother resented the doctors who advised 
her life-supporting treatments be ended, she said. 


"I don't blame them one bit. It wasn't their fault. They did 


the best they could because they had no knowledge of whatever 
was going on, except from former experiences. 


"You couldn't expect a miracle. Although we did, we 


shouldn't have." 


Mrs. Rogman said she doesn't remember any of the pain from 


the accident, but remembers at least one good thing came of 
it. 


"If it weren't for that accident, I wouldn't be married to the 


man I'm married to, now. Because my husband (then only a 
neighbor) saw the accident after it happened, went and told 
my mother and brother about it, and was with me all the time 
I was in the hospital for eight months." 


She still limps, has a slight speech impediment and has a 


little trouble with her permanently curled left hand, but Mrs, 
Rogman said she really doesn't "see all the harm that came 
out of the accident. 


Tax Action Off Until '76 


ALBANY, N.Y. (UPI) - 


State legislators are due back 
at the Capitol Wednesday, but 
it will be some time — possibly 
next year — before they tackle 
Gov. Hugh L. Carey's request* 
for $872 million in state tax 
hikes. 


The Democratic governor 


and the Republican majority 
in the Senate are still far apart 
on the size of the state's 
budget gap. 


Agreement on that subject 


among leaders must be 
achieved before any tax pro- 
posals can be presented to the 
rank and file during the emer- 
gency session. 


Most likely to come before 


the lawmakers Wednesday is a 
proposal to consolidate the pri- 
maries scheduled for next 
April and September into one 
June election. 


Other matters which will 


probably receive consideration 
this week, Senate and As- 
sembly officials said, were a 
proposed residency require- 
ment for New York City em- 
ployes and a bill indemnifying 
trustees of New York City em- 
ployes' pensions. 


"We do know the primary 


bill is going to come up," an 
aide to Assembly Speaker 
Stanley Steingut said Sunday 
night. However, he said the 
tax issue "certainly is not 
going to be tied up this week. 
We'll be back next week." 


With New York City ap- 


parently rescued from default 
for some time by President 
Ford's announcement that he 


would support federal aid for 
the 
city, some 
legislative 


sources predicted the state tax 
proposals might even b« de- 
layed until the opening of the 
regular 1976 legislative session 
in early January. 


A bill merging the April 6 


presidential primary with the 
September statewide contest 
was passed by the Democrat- 
controlled Assembly but died 
in the Senate during the regu- 
lar 1975 lawmaking session. 


The consolidation has been 


strongly supported by liberal 
Democrats. Critics have 
claimed that the Democrats 
feel that by June the field of 
liberal candidates for their 
party's presidential nomi- 
nation will have narrowed and 
they can united behind one 
man. 


The Democrats maintain, 


however, that their sole 


motivation is an estimated $10 
million savings to state and 
local governments. An aide to 
Sen. Warren M. Anderson, 
GOP majority leader in the 
Senate, said Sunday night An- 
derson has not altered his op- 
position to the merger. 


While Carey has claimed 


that without new taxes the 
state faces a $600-5700 million 
deficit in the fiscal year ending 
March 31, Senate Republicans 
have put the gap at only $264 
million. 


In addition to Carey's pro- 


posed new taxes, primarily an 
income tax surcharge and 
business tax boosts, he also 
called for cuts in state spend- 
ing, including a wage freeze for 
state employes. 


Legislative sources said An- 


derson was seeking a commit- 
ment from Carey that the 
197677 budget would also be 


trimmed sharply before he 
would agree to higher taxes. 


Carey has asked State 


Comptroller Arthur Levitt to 
certify the size of the state's 
budget gap. However, Re- 
publican sources maintained 
the Democratic comptrollers' 
determination would only 
"certify that there is a dif- 
ference of opinion."

Our Lagging Commerce 


The New York State Department of Audit and Control recently 


concluded a 15-year economic survey of the state and there were lew 
surprises. 


For instance. The state's economic growth rate has declined and 


taxes have risen. The state certainly didn't need a survey for those 
two statistics. A declining economy and higher taxes have been going 
on in other parts of the country, also. 


- The survey, however, does give some thought-provoking findings as 
these conditions reflect political direction or influence on the state's 
economy during this 15-year period. 


The political factors begin with the fact that this survey and its 


findings appeared at all. They provoe the question whether Nelson 
Rockefeller, given other direction during that period, might have 
maintained for the state an economic growth on a par or better than 
comparable states. 


The most significant conclusion to the report is that while manufac- 


turing activity in New York State showed a marked decline, the 
philosophy of the department continued along the lines that thi was 
the major component of its economy and that other segments of 
business activity would flourish automatically if manufacturing 
activity was promoted. 


In another section of the report, an audit of state agencies showed 


a lack of management controls, inefficient administration and plenty 
of expansive claims of individual or divisional activity or achievement, 
when, as a matter of fact, none actually had taken place. 


Regional offices had directed their attention exclusively to expansion 


of manufacturing activity and their personnel failed to follow up some 
leads, reported contacts or personal visits not actually made and 
otherwise misrepresented their actual activities. 


A disparity between tax growth at an annual average of 8.8 per cent 


and per capita personal income growth of only 5.5 per cent is a prime 
area of focus for public policy makers, the survey found. 


The Freeman suggests that the report spells out for those who needed 


it the major reason for today's financial troubles in both New York 
State and New York City. 


The report covers the years 1958 through 1972. Accompanying it is 


an audit from April 1, 1972 through Dec. 31, 1974, when Governor 
Carey took office.

The Ashokan Waters works is visited by 


many people, but do they know or do they 
observe the large building dedicated to 
the late Benjamin C. Nesin? Who was 
Benjamin C. Nesin? 


From the "THE Pipeline" published by 


the Department of Water Supply, Gas, 
and Electricity, of New York City, March 
15, 1964, we read: 


'We mourn the loss on January 28,1964, 


of Benjamin C. Nesin, Director of Labora- 
tories of our Department. 


Mr. Nesin was appointed as Chemist in 


1927. He was chemist in charge of the Mt, 
Prospect Laboratory from 1931 to 1945. In 
1946, he was appointed Director of Labo- 
ratories. 


His was the responsibility for water 


treatment and water supply safety for our 
Department. Among his varied duties 
were: directed five laboratories, control of 
water supply and sewage treatment 
planU, responsible for all problems of 
water supply toxicology and in general all 
matters related to the safety and general 
quality of the New York City water 
supply system. He established the pre- 
sent system of watershed control of pollu- 
tion and contamination, and conducted 
investigations on the toxicological prob- 
lems concerned with water supply. These 
included the control of herbicida) and 
insectididal materials which may be dis- 
charged upon watersheds, methods for 
screening watersheds for toxic agents, the 


rapid determination of arsenic, lead, 
nerve poisons, war gases, and other dele- 
terious materials in water supplies, the 
use of guppies as test animals in water 
supply toxicology, etc. He was the Author 
of many departmental reports on the 
subject of fluoridation. 


He was a member of the American 


Water Works Association, Long Island 
Water Conference, New England Water 
Works Association, Biological Stain Com- 
mission, American Public Health As- 
sociation, New York Academy of Science, 
New Jersey Academy of Science, Na- 
tional Association of Corrosion Engineers. 
Mr. Nesin was one of the ranking mem- 
bers of the Interdepartmental board for 
the Sanitary Control and Protection of 
the Public Water Supply. 


These are but the bare facts. No men- 


tion is made of his trip to Israel at the 
invitation of that government to help 
Israel with its water supply problems. No 
mention is made of the respect lavished 
upon him by his fellow members in the 
department and his associates in the 
various societies," "Over my dead body, 
will they fluoridate New York City Wa- 
ter." This statement was made by Mr, 
Nesin, and indeed, New York City Water 
was fluoridated the year following his 
death.

LOUISVILLE, Ky. — Long before Sen. 


George McGovern arrived here Sunday to 
exploit polarization of the Democratic 
party on forced school busing, it was 
unmistakably clear that even among ad- 
vanced liberals the mood was surprisingly 
hostile to any such confrontation. 


Consequently, the most powerful politi- 


cal operatives at the three-day "issues 
conference" put on by liberal Democrats 
(many of whom backed McGovem in 
1972) felt betrayed by McGovem's ideol- 
ogical foray. If, as most Democrats here 
assumed, McGovern was trying to recap- 
ture the party's left in preparation for 
another presidential campaign, his bus- 
ing speech set off a harsh backlash that 
is having the opposite effect. 


Indeed, meticulous efforts had been 


made by organizers of the issues con- 
ference to avoid just the sort of party 
quarrel that McGovern set off with his 
emotional appeal for his party not to "sell 
its soul" on busing. "The one thing we 
didn't want were political harangues from 
either presidential candidates or activists 
on the floor," one conference sponsor told 
us before McGovern's inflammatory bus- 
ing speech. 


Moreover, McGovern had been specifi- 


cally asked not to raise the busing issue, 
both by Democratic politicians here in 
Louisville, now being tortured by a busing 
crisis, and by politicians sponsoring the 
conference — including at least one of- 
ficial of the left-oriented United Auto 
Workers (UAW). 


Irresponsible 


"He was forewarned," a top UAW 


political operative told us. "What he did 
was totally and completely irresponsible. 
He did a disservice to the Democratic 
party, and if he really intends to make an 
effort for the nomination next year he will 
never get any support from anyone in this 
union." 


But McGovern was not here for the first 


two days of what — before his onslaught 
— had been developing into a low-key, 
almost sporific liberal talkfest. He did not 
know, or did not care, that liberal union 
activists — mostly from the UAW and the 
machinists union — were anything but 
enthusiastic about an issues conference 
that risked opening the bloody wounds of 
1972. 


Nor was such moderation limited to 


delegates on the floor at the Louisville 
Gardens. Signs of change within the 
Democratic party were also unmistakable

from the speaker's platform, where liberal 
Democratic officeholders, past and pre- 
sent, gingerly stepped around ideological 
potholes. 


An example was Mayor Kenneth 


Gibson of Newark, black leader of a city 
where 90 per cent of school children are 
black. Gibson appealed not for busing 
(saying Newark's blacks are against it), 
but for a return to basic education "so 
that our children can go forward to where 
this country used to be in education 
techniques." 


Similarly, on another issue sacred to 


Democratic liberals — national health 
insurance — a certified liberal, former 
Gov. John J. Gilligan of Ohio, stunned his 
audience by coming out against any 
nationwide health insurance program. 


"In the decade since medicare and 


medicaid appeared, we have poured 
billions into the health care delivery 
systems of this country" without much 
result, Gilligan said. 


Gov. Michael Dukakis of Massachu- 


setts, a liberal who took office last 
January, lamented "the failing Great 
Society programs" built on the presumed 
power of Washington to solve all prob- 
lems. To the contrary, Dukakis said, the 
place for more government lies in the 
town, county and state, not in the 
nation's capital with its remote, all- 
powerful bureaucracy. 


Perhaps the most down-to-earth change 


in liberal Democratic politics of 1976 as 
contrasted to McGovernite confrontation 
politics of 1972 came from a UAW official 
in regular and intimate touch with politi- 
cal sentiments in his union, whose rank- 
and-file is considerably less liberal than 
its leadership. He swept his arm over the 
conference and spat out an expletive to 
us: "We don't need an issues conference 
today because every good Democrat 
knows there is only one issue, and that is 
jobs, jobs and jobs." 


In Their Own Way 


One after another, each of the presiden- 


tial candidates who showed up here said 
the same thing in his own way, steering 
away from the ideological masochism 
that wrecked their party in 1972. 


But George McGovern tried to change 


the mood, thundering his demand for 
ideological purity on busing as an over- 
ture for offering himself once again as a 
sacrificial nominee to assure that purity 
is achieved. There were few takers here in 
Louisville. Even this liberal conference 
wanted to get out from under the long, 
self-destructive shadow of 1972.

Grisly Tactics 
On Rosenbergs

WASHINGTON - Newly released documents have revived interest 


in the case of Julius and Ethal Rosenberg, who were executed lor 
espionage 22 years ago. But still buried is the stark story of how the 
FBI plotted to wring a confession from Julius by executing his wife 
first. 
. 


It was the FBI'* grisly hope that Julius, horrified by the trauma ot 


his wife's death and his own impending electrocution, would blurt out 
a last-minute confession. 


The late FBI chief J. Edgar Hoover was worried about public doubts 


that the Rosenbergs were guilty, doubts that still stubbornly persist. 
Hoover wanted a dramatic, llth-hour confession to clear up the 
doubts. 


The FBI was convinced, according to our sources, that the Ro- 


senbergs not only were guilty but that the strong-willed Ethel was 
preventing her weaker husband from confessing. 


Indeed, the FBI had learned from Julius Rosenberg's cellmate, a 


secret FBI informer, that he had admitted guilt. The informer's 
reputation for credibility, however, was uncertain, so the second-hand 
confession couldn't be used. 


The FBI needed an admission from Julius' own lips. An attempt was 


made, therefore, to make sure Ethel went to the electric chair first. 
An agent was standing by, with an open line to Washington, ready 
to relay the first words of the stunned husband's confession.

official confided, 
But the FBI was unable to change the 


execution schedule. Julius was executed 
first, then his wife 10 minutes later. 
Neither gave a dying confession. 


DOUBLE AGENT?: Daniel Rathbun 


may be the most valuable double-agent in 
the history of corporate intrigue. Or he 
may be an innocent, unwise in the ways 
of public perceptions. 


In any event, his story is a fascinating 


one. 


Rathbun headed up perhaps the most 


crucial government study in a decade: 
how much oil and gas is really available 
in the United States. The study will be 
a basis for many far-reaching domestic 
and foreign policy decisions. 


The need for such a study was obvious. 


In the past, the government had only the 
word of the oil and gas industry. And 
their word on oil and gas reserves, it was 
suspected, was heavily influenced by the 
profit motive. No one was really sure 
whether there was an energy crisis, or 
whether the industry was simply holding 
out for higher prices. 


So Congress authorized the study in 


1973, and Daniel Rathbun was placed in 
direct command. Early last month, the 
study was completed. It gave the industry 
a clean bill of health, assuring that the 
figures compiled by the American Petro- 
leum Institute were essentially accurate. 


Now here's the rub. Daniel Rathbun 


has turned up on the American Petroleum 
Institute payroll. This is a little like a 
judge going to work for a man he just 
declared not guilty; it raises doubts about 
the integrity of the verdict. 


Rathbun and his former employers at 


the Federal Energy Administration hotly 
deny any impropriety. Eric Zausner, 
Rathbun's former boss at FEA, claims 
that Rathbun could not have influenced 
the study on behalf of industry because 
it was "locked in cement" over a year ago. 


never- 


theless, that Energy Czar Frank Zarb "hit 
'the roof when he heard of Rathbun's 
defection to industry. 


They point out that the questionaires 


sent out by Rathbun to oil and gas 
producers were heavily influenced by the 
American Petroleum Institute. Consumer 
groups were allowed to make suggestions 
only after they kicked up their heels. But 
in the end, many of their suggestions were 
included in the crucial questionaire. 


To make matters even stickier, 


Rathbun himself has been neither a saint 
nor a sinner in anyone's eyes while a 
public servant. Some of his decisions as 
a deputy assistant administrator have 
angered consumer groups, ana some have 
angered the industry. Everyone agrees he 
is a top-flight statistician. 


Rathbun himself told our associate 


Jack Cloherty that he sees no conflict 
since he will not be involved in date 
collection at the API. 


But Rathbun's move to industry casts 


a shadow over the government's "inde- 
pendent" oil and gas reserve findings.

'Just Models' 


The last time I sat with General Itzhak 


Rabin in an innocent-looking, vine-cov- 
ered cottage near Tel Aviv, h^, had a 
bookcase laden with missile models. I 


asked if Israel had the big ones. "Just 
models," he said modestly. 


It seemed embarrassing that a grown 


man would collect toys. The playthings 
have matured. They are standing in 
hidden fields — deadly asparagus. They 
also hang from the wings of bombers. 


This alters the balance of power in the 


Middle East. Thirty-eight million 
Moslems have the oil and the money. 
Three million people have the power to 
destroy the Arab world. 


Such destruction could easily include 


the oil fields of Kuwait, Saudi Arabia and 
Iran. This, in turn, would bring Western 
civilization to a screeching halt. No oil — 
no industry. 


In such circumstances it is difficult to 


understand why, in the past two years, 
American and European public opinion 
has turned away from Israel. The swing 
is more than a modified anti-Israel 
stance. It is pro-Arab. The West has 
drenched itself in crude oil. 


The Rabin government will not an- 


nounce it* nuclear capability — assuming 
Israel has it — because such weapons are 


a vice as well as a virtue. The unwritten 
rule in the nuclear club is, "He who has 
them must not use them." 


Tactically they are worth a lot solely as 


a threat. The U.S. and the U.S.S.R. have 
poured scores of billions into such weap- 
ons as a ghastly presence. If one button 
is pressed accidentally, if one bird flies 
the night skies to another nation, Mother 
Earth will be reduced to a floating dark 
cinder. 


Each has the power of overkill; each 


knows that it can not be used. This leads 
to a question: Under what circumstances 
would Israel use atom end hydrogen 
bombs? Perhaps if its people were being 
pushed into the sea. 


If it happened, radioactive dust would 


sweep the world between the 30th and 
20th parallels and scores of millions of 
people would die. Thus the question 
reverts from the strategic to the moral. 
Has any nation the right to kill millions 
of innocents in other lands? 


Peace or Periih? 


No. Could it happen? Yes. Coyld it be 


prevented? Of course. If those muscular 


big brothers, the U.S.S.R. and the U.S.A. 
would sit together and hammer out a final 
peace for Israeli and Arab, and impose it 
on the Middle East, the several nations 
could revert to industrial pursuits. 


Sooner, rather than later, the Arab oil 


billions will buy nuclear weapons. They 
have both the money and the hate. Saudi 
Arabia can make an offer which no one 
can refuse. It is in the interest of America 
and Russia to seek peace in the Middle 
East now. 


Will they? No. One assumes that 


Gerald Ford comprehends less than what 
Henry Kissinger tells him. The 
President's most recent gesture was to 
endorse sending 200 Americans to stand 
in no-man's-land between the Egyptian 
and Israeli forces. This is akin to sending 
a boy armed with a water pistol to fight 
a fire in a dynamite factory.

and who is pro-Arab. Peace in the Middle 
East is of paramount importance to my 
country, the United States of 
America ...

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Man Once Thought Helpless 


Aids the Handicapped 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The new director 


of California's state Department of Rehabilita- 
tion is shaking up the agency which once turned 
away thousands of severely handicapped per- 
sons, including himself. 


Edward V. Roberts, 36, a quadriplegic named 


to the $34,104-a-year post by Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr., has ordered that the department 
turn its priorities upside down to "help the 
people who really need it." 


Roberts says the department now will give 


first priority for vocational rehabilitation ser- 
vices to the severely disabled in contrast to 
what he says was its past practice of concentrat- 
ing services on persons with minor disabilities. 


"We (severely disabled) were considered veg- 


etables a few years ago," Roberts said. "The 
vegetables now are rising. We want to show that 
severely disabled persons can take charge of 
their own lives." 


The department's mission is to help make 


physically and mentally handicapped persons 
more employable by providing special training, 
medical services and special appliances, such 
as artificial limbs. 


Since the state vocational rehabilitation pro- 


gram was started 54 years ago, more than 
200,000 handicapped persons have been re- 
habilitated into jobs in California. Eighty per 
cent of the department's costs are met by 
federal funds. 


Roberts, an easy-going man who exudes a 


contagious enthusiasm about his new job, lost 
the use of his arms and legs at age 14 because 
of polio. 


He said his appointment as rehabilitation 


director in October marked the first time a 
quadriplegic had been named to a high-level 
position in either government or business. 


He was co-founder and executive director of 


the Center for Independent Living, a Berkeley 
organization operated by the disabled to aid 
other disabled persons. He said the rentpt 
became a "national model" for similar pro- 
grams. 


Robert said the department "traditionally 


has clayed a statistical game" by aiding per- 
sons with easily remedied handicaps because it 
would produce statistics showing a high rate of 
success with little effort or expense. 


"And routinely, people like myself, who had 


the most need, were rejected as unfeasible,'" 
said Roberts, adding the department con- 
sidered such cases "more difficult and costly." 


Roberts said he refused to be rejected and 


"fought his way into the system." 


However, he said, thousands of people were 


turned down by the department over the yeare 
because the agency declared the severely dis- 
abled could not be rehubilitated due to the 
seriousness of their handicaps. 


Roberts, who is confined to a wheelchair, said 


with help ths severely disabled can overcome 
their handicaps and lead self-sufficient lives. 


"The time has come," he said, "for disabled 


people to be recognized for their strengths — 
strengths that come from overcoming a severe 
disability and becoming independent." 


Under Roberts' new policy, only disabled 


persons with moderate to severe disabilities will 
receive vocationul rehabilitation services from 
the department. The policy won't affect persons 
already receiving services from the department. 


The highest priority will go to those in the 


severely disabled category, including the blind, 
deaf, quadriplegics, persons suffering from se- 
vere cases of orthopedic, epileptic, cardiac, 
circulatory, respiratory and mental impairment 
and multiple sclerosis and muscular dystrophy. 


Roberts said his appointment as rehabilita- 


tion director should encourage the disabled that 
they, too, can succeed. He said it also should 
help convince employers to hire the handi- 
capped. 


"I'm no super hero," he said. "When I was 


14 I was totally dependent. I went through a lol 
of levels to improve myself. I took charge of mj 
own life. I found out I had a brain." 


Skillful Moscow Thieves 
Steal Anything Wheeled 


MOSCOW (UPI) - Lock your car doors, 


comrade. Don't park on dark streets or lose your 
vehicle registration papers, either. 


Gangs of car thieves are operating in Moscow. 
With cars increasingly common in a city that 


had few private vehicles only a decade ago, the 
car theft problem has become so serious that 
police set up a special department to deal with 
it. 


This unusual disclosure was made recently by 


the government newspaper Izvestia, which as a 
rule follows the Soviet practice of playing up 
crime in the West while all but denying its 
existence at home. 


Statistics on the growth of car thievery in the 


Soviet Union are not available. Izvestia just 
said that a special police unit had been 
etabliahed "to improve efficiency in preventing 
this sort of crime." 


Yet official concern clearly is reflected both 


by the need authorities felt to create the new 
department and by their decision to publize the 
struggle against one highly successful robber 
band. 


How did the gang operate? Much the same 


aa its Western counterparts 


There were 12 men in all, each an "expert." 


One was a document forger, another the actual 
thief. A distinguished-looking gang member 
»cted as the bogus "owner" when stolen cars 
were being sold. Others acted as go-betweens or 
drivers. 


"Sometimes they stole a car spotaneously, 


just when they saw it," Izvestia said. "Some- 
times they would search entire areas of the city 
to find a car with exactly the right color." 


The stolen vehicle would be hidden while the 


forger, named Silivonov, prepared "clean" reg- 
istration papers and other documents. 


Then — in a city where buying a new car 


requires a wait of a year or more — the sale was 
no problem. 


In one case, Izvestia said, the gang sold an old 


black Volga Sedan, which retails new for 
$11,920, to two brothers from Uzbekistan for 
$15,900. 


Before police managed to track 
them 


down,the gang snatched 18 cars and disposed 
of them all successfully. 


But private cars — there are only about 


150,000 of them in Moscow — are not the only 
target for thieves. Izvestia said taxis, trucks, 
motorcycles, buses and even mobile cranes are 
fair game. 


Col. Mikhail Klukov, a member of the new 


bureau, blamed "drunkards" and thrillseekers 
for mmst of the thefts, which he said were "a 
stairway to the prisoner's dock because sooner 
or later practically every stolen vehicle is 
found." 


In the case of the Silivonov gang, the penalty 


was severe. Izvestia said he was jailed for 14 
years and his accomplices for no less than three 
years each.

Steelers Treated Jets Like Routine Chore 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The Pittsburgh Steelers treated their 


game against the New York Jets Sunday like a bothersome 
chore, something that had to be taken care of before moving 
on to more important things. 


But even an uninspired Steeler club was too much for the 


Jets as Terry Bradshaw threw two touchdown passes, his 
career-high 14th and 15th of the year, and Roy Gerela added 
two field goals in a 20-7 victory. The Jets, in fact, were shut 
out until 3:55 remained and Joe Namath, who was intercepted 
four times, threw a six-yard TD pass to Jerome Barkum. 


The Steelere thus ran their winning streak to a club record 


nine games and are 10-1 overall. The loss was a club record 
eighth straight for the Jets and their ninth in 11 games. 


Mel Blount was the defensive star for Pittsburgh, picking off 


his ninth and 10th interceptions of the season and moving to 
within four of the league record set in 1952 by Dick "Night 
Train" Lane. 


But even Blount confessed it wasn't a great effort. 


"We played about as good as we had to," said Blount. "But 


I think I probably had more fun out there today than in any 
game all year. I got a lot of action my way, I had good receivers 
playing opposite me and we were up against a big name 
quarterback." 


The Steelers, sluggish at the outset, struggled to a 10-0 lead. 


Namath underthrew a wideopen Eddie Bell at the goalline from 
the Steeler 31 and Glen Edwards intercepted and returned 46 
yards to the Steeler 48. Bradshaw took them to the nine and 
Gerela kicked a 26-yard field goal. 


Blount's interception in the end zone gave Pittsburgh the ball 


on its 20 and Bradshaw took them in for their first touchdown 
in six plays, eluding a charge by defensive tackle Carl 
Barzilauskas and hitting Franco Harris along the right sideline 
Harris took it in from the 20 to complete a 44-yard play and 
mark his first TD reception since his muchpublicized deflection 
catch against Oakland in the 1971 playoffs.

Texas A&M, which trimmed Texas 20-10 on Friday to remain 


unbeaten in 10 games, will be seeking its first Cotton Bowl 


appearance since 1967 and Coach Emory Bellard doesn't feel 
his team will have any problem maintaining an emotional peak 
for the Razorbacks. 


"When our guys start looking at the films of Arkansas, it 


won't take them long to get in the right frame of mind," says 
Bellard.

"The very second that gun went off (concluding the Texas 


contest), Arkansas became more important than Texas," he 
said. "The Texas win is sweet, but it will be even sweeter to 
beat Arkansas." 


Arkansas (8-2), which has not been to the Cotton Bowl since 


1966, will undoubtedly be the underdog but Coach Frank 
Broyles isn't especially awed by the Aggies. 


"They are tough," said Broyles. "There is no doubt of that.

"Pressure" is the word Gene Bartow has

public health authority has 
called for stepped-up research 
into the possibility that diet 
may play a major role in hu- 
man cancer. 


Dr. Ernst Wynder, president 


of the American Health Foun- 
dation in New York, said 
studies of populations around 
the world suggest nutrition 
may have a part in half of all 
cancers in women and a third 
of those affecting men. 


He led a symposium on 


cancer and nutrition spon- 
sored in May by the National 
Cancer 
Institute 
and 
the 


American Cancer Society. Re- 
ports from the meeting were 
published Sunday in the jour- 
nal Cancer Research. 


For example, Wynder said, 


it is possible the human proc- 
esses that handle food in the 
body may not be able to cope 
with ell the cholesterol con- 
sumed in fat-rich foods. High 


.-cholesterol diets already have 


been linked to heart disease. 


"As a matter of public 


health, it seems prudent to 
suggest that' all individuals 
should lower their intake of 


t o t a l fat calories and 
cholesterol," he said. 


Wynder said one way diets 


may affect cancer is in the 
form of nutrients, additives or 
contaminants that may start, 
promote or accelerate cancer 
growth. Another possibility is 
that dietary deficiencies may 
lead to biochemical ab- 
normalities that in turn start 
cancer processes. 


Wynder said a third way 


would be in the form of nutri- 
tional excesses that may in- 
duce metabolic abnormalities 


which could promote cancers. 


He said too much of some

"We must consider whether 


the human metabolic process 
can properly handle the 
enormous excess of foods so 
prevalent in our developed so- 
ciety," he said in a report 
opening the conference. 


"The consequences of such 


excesses, in view of our in- 
creasing sedentary 
lifestyle, 


very possibly could be drastic 
and therefore this area must 
be further investigated."

Don Antonio Develops New Grape 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — Antonio Perelh-Mmetti, 95, the 


dean of California winemakers, bus developed a grape that will 
add a new dimension to enology. 


The patented varietal grape is known as Perelli 101. It is, 


being used to produce a full-bodied red wine that Don Antonio 
calls "equal or better than the Napa Valley or Sonoma County 
wines I knew so well in my earlier years." 


Don Antonio is the patriarch of a family that operates the 


1,200-acre California Wine Association vineyard near Delano 
in the state's central valley. The winery crushes more than 
100,000 tons of grapes a year Three hundred and forty are 
planted with Perelli 101 


The experimental wines made from the grape have a strong 


raspberry flavor. Others call the taste rather like fresh ginger 
Connoisseurs say it is a gutsy wine with high tannin and fine 
balance 


Don Antonio has not yet introduced Perelli 101 for general 


consumption He uses it in blending instead. He feels that the 
101 grapes crushed in the past couple of years need further 
fermentation. 


Don Antonio developed the variety after a long, careful 


program based on the growth of sports on plants and trees 


The red apple is a sport that first appeared on a tree bearing 


yellow apples. It netted the owner $5,000. He sold it to a 
seedsman, who placed an iron case around it 


From that little sport cams the Red Delicious apple now 


produced commercially by many nations. 


Don Antonio said sports occur in vines, also, whether by 


different berries on a given bunch or by different bunches They 
are so well marked and so different from their fellows that 
anyone interested would easily notice 


He gathsred his sports by walking through vineyard rows 


looking for different berries. 


After many years of trial and many different berries, Perelli 


101 came into being. 


Don Antonio said 101 is a prolific bearer and at harvest time 


"a beautiful sight . with its long, slate-blue berry clusters 
cascading downward from supporting trellises 


"We believe there is at present no other wine like Perelli 101 


Of course, whether the public will accept 101 is something we 
will have to wait to see " 


Don Antonio is the oldest pre-Prohibition vintner still active 


in California's wine business. 


Born in 1880 m Barletta, Italy, he came to California in 1902 


He had learned the art of winemakmg in his homeland

50 per cent gasoline, 15 per 
cent water and the rest low 
grade 
alcohols made 
from 


sugar-cane waste (bagasse), 
cornstalks or wastepaper re- 
cycling liquors, plus a catalyst 
or complexing agent he has 
patented 
under 
the name 


Hydrelate 


These low grade alcohols in- 


clude ethanol, T-butanol and 
others containing fuel oil and 
water They also could be ob- 
tained from cotton or soybean 
stalks, 
garbage, and other 


cellulose 
sources 
including 


fast-growing weed plants such 
as mandioc, which could be 
grown on otherwise worthless 
ground, particularly in tropi- 
cal or subtropical countries 
such as Brazil, Mexico, 
Hawaii, the Philippines, Thai- 
land and many other places

Globus's talk aroused no skep-

offices helping 8,000 customers 
cope with heavy debts in one 
of the nations highest un- 
employment regions. 


Comments from his cus- 


tomers and others around the 
nation portend a bleak Christ- 
mas for persons on the lists of 
chronically debt-ridden Amer- 
icans and even those just suf- 
fering from the double wham- 
my of inflation and recession. 


"Through the more prosper- 


ous times we had in the last 
four or five years, some giftgiv- 
ing got out of hand," Horner 
said. "So many people now 
feel this is a good year to cut 
back the number and cut down 
on the amount of gifts. 


"Many opinions we get are 


that people will have to cut out 
good old Uncle Joe and Aunt 
Tilly and most of their in-laws. 
They've been wanting to for 
years anyway, but now they 
have a valid excuse." 


Even fiscally responsible 


consumers have been forced to 
use their Christmas savings for 
living expenses, Horner said. 
Some will adjust by cutting 
back, others will fall victim to 
the credit card. 


"People often use the card 


without a specific amount in 
mind for each gift or a list of 
who and how much," Horner 
said "Many will find that 
next Christmas they're still 
paying for this one. Some are 
paying for Chnstmases three 
and four years ago." 


Two previously untouchable 


Christmas benefactors — busi- 
ness associates and children — 
will feel the crunch Horner 
said businesses are reducing or 
eliminating bonuses, gifts and 
even cards to employes and 
customers. 


For children, Horner said, 


socalled luxury gifts, mostly 
toys, will be replaced with 
necessities. That means the 
parents can expect the kids to 
turn up their noses en masse 
Christmas morning as they un- 
wrap that oft-maligned pre- 
sent — clothes.

before dawn, the 7.3 Richter 
tremor rocked the island for 10 
minutes. A tidal wave alert 
was broadcast 


Dr Robert Tilling, in charge 


of the observatory, said 
Sunday's 250-foot lava erup- 
tions sounded like "jet roars "

Paul 


Swisher, who was in his Hilo 
hotel room when both quakes 
occurred, said he had never 
experienced a tremor before 
but "there was no doubt in my 
mind what the second one was 
all about." 


Boy Scout Timothy Twig- 


gSmith, 13, one of some 35 
persons who had been camping 
on Kalape Beach l'/2 miles 
from the epicenter, said: 


"We were all sleeping in 


tents ... when the first quake 
woke us up about 3-30, but 
nobody paid much attention, 
and we went back to sleep. 
Then at 4:30 the ground 
started sliding and rolling. 


"It was still quivering when 


this big wave came out of the 
night and crashed on top of us. 
It was the biggest wave I've 
every seen." 


Twigg-Smith said he was 


thrown on some bushes and 
covered by water. He held on 
until the water subsided 


Searchers said one of the two 


fatalities, Michael Cruz, 26, 
was believed to have been 
buried in a big trench formed 
when the earth opened up just 
behind the campsite. 


The body of the scout leader, 


Dr. James Mitchel of Hilo, was 
found in the trench — about 
100 feet wide and 50 feet deep.

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Koenig Names 'Certiorari Panel' 


KINGSTON 


Mayor Francis R. Koenig — 


apparently prompted by a re- 
cent court decision which led 
to a $585,000 tax rebate for. 
Hudson Cement — has an- 
nounced the appointment of a 
five-member "bi-partisan" 
committee to investigate "the 
problem of certiorari proceed- 
ings" and to come up with 
recommendations to prevent 
further tax assessment set- 
backs. 


The Hudson Cement case 


was the latest, and most prom- 
inent, in a series of certiorari 
proceedings brought against 
the city in recent years by 
taxpayers who felt they were 


being over-assessed. In many 
of those instances, the tax as- 
sessments were reduced, creat- 
ing, according to Mayor 
Koenig, "additional tax 
burdens on the other property 
owners in the city." 


"It is most apparent to me," 


added the Mayor, "that im- 
mediate action must be taken 
to once and for all put an end 
to this most serious problem."

Bradley of 115 


Green Street, an attorney, was 
appointed chairman of the 
committee. The other mem- 
bers are Martin Aaron of 
Fowler and Keith, Inc.; Albert 
Teetsel of 189 Fairview Ave- 


nue, a banker; Mrs. Jewells

Street and George Glaser of 
140 First Avenue. 


The committee has until 


Dec. 31 to conduct its in- 
vestigation and issue its re- 
commendations. The Mayor 
has suggested that the com- 
mittee meet with the city's 
Corporation Counsel and As- 
sessor, as well as with the 
city's Board of Assessment Re- 
view, to obtain necessary in- 
formation and suggestions. 


Noting that certiorari pro- 


ceedings "have plagued the

findings of this committee, it 
is hopeful that immediate ac- 
tion may be taken in the year 
1976 to correct the problem to 
the benefit of the residents and 
taxpayers of the City of King- 
ston." 


The Hudson Cement case 


involved a negotiated reduc- 
tion in the firm's tax assess- 
ment which forces the city to 
pay almost $600,000 in back 
taxes to Strelene Realty 
(owners of Hudson Cement). 


Specifically, the city owes 


Strelene $186,051.74 for 1973, 
$203,736.74 for 1974 and 
$193,358.91 for 1975 — a total 
of $583,147.40. Strelene's as- 
sessment was reduced from $4

The resolution calls for the 


acceptance of a bid of $19,798 
per bus ($57,612 total) by 
Grumman Allied Industries of 
Garden City. 


Bids for the buses were 


opened last week, with bids 
coming in considerably lower 
than expected by city officials, 
who have received commit- 
ments from state and federal 
agencies for a $94,000 grant for 
the purchase of the buses for 
the expansion of the city's 


mass transportation system. 
The city is required to pay five 
per cent of the cost of the 
project. 


Other bids received were 


from DeMicco Motors of King- 
ston ($20,684 per bus), and 
from Minibus Inc. of Downey, 
Calif. ($29,140 per bus). 


The city's choice must be 


approved by the state. 


The city is currently ser- 


viced by only one bus, and 
addition of the three mini- 
buses is expected to result in 
the opening of new routes. 


The resolution also calls for 


the acceptance of the low bid 
for three transit coach farebox- 
es to be installed in the buses. 
The low bid was received from 
Diamond Manufacturing Inc. 
of Kansas City, Mo., which 
submitted a unit price of 
$368.69 per farebox.
